' Ss nor to be ſetled by way of revenge, for though ſome men 
may have done ſome things unjuſt againſt ſome of you (and others) fo : 


that God may juſtly by you ſcourge then) ſore for it, yet wherein, you 
dao it in the way of revenge, or to avenge your own cauſe, or toſer up 

- yourſelves in ſelf ends like them before you, therein God will alſo find © 
> outa ſcourge for you. And this I have feen that the Great men of the . 
- earth ſtand in ſlippery places, and their great ſtrength before the Lord 
is as ſmoak before the wind. 

My counſell is therefore, That thou fear the Lord, and turn from the way 
that tbou art in, and let thy Judges know that the Lord will judge them, 
and let thy Rulers underſtand that the Lord will rule over their ſtrength 
and wiſdom, and let thy Teachers perceive that God is come to teach 
bis own clüldren. And let the Kings heart be uprighc before the Lord 
in this the day of his tryall, and time of viſitation from God, ( the 
Hortneſſe or length thereof being bid from bim, over whom God ruleth as it pleas .

fruit, ſo that Iadmired to ſec it fo with the young tree, for L looked for

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ſee ſuch trees in ſuch a ſtate, which was more to this purpoſe than is here 


exprefi; and I beheld uncill all theſe trees were rooced up out of th 3 


earth, and ſo overturned every one, and their dead bodies lay in a con- 
fuſed manner, and were fallen one upon another, and the ground upon 
which they ſtood was broken up, and then there was ſome room and 
liberty, and light came in, and I walked and looked every way, both 
upon the light, and the great deſolation of theſe great ones. The inter- 


pretation whereof may be read by Mh as can but ſee, 


And though this great overturning befell thoſt great, tall, and tron 
trees, and chat light came into that ground, over which thoſe fruitleſſe 
trees ſtood, yet } beheld round about, and near unto ic much briars, 
brambles, and thornsin abundance, which covered the earth, and it 
was ſuch rubbiſh, that it was never like to be fic for any thing, but to 
have a fire kindled among it; And it was ſo thick and ſo ſtrong t hat there 
was no paſling in nor chrough it, but onely where the narrow way was, 
and there alſo thoſe briars would catch on every ſideʒ Aud he that paſſed 
through muſt ſtoop very lowz And what thoſe briars and thorns were, 
let thoſe brambles read, who covere the earth wich their mulcieudes, 
in raging,ſwearing,curling, ſhouting, roaring,and drinking the health, 
(as they call it) of their King at his coming. | 

And near unto the place of the deſtruction of thoſe great trees, was 
there a Child in great deſolation, in a cloſe place, where it had been a 


long time, and was not like yet to be releaſed, but remained in want 2 


and mifery, which mine eye — , and in irons, and my heart was 
fadned for it, and the more becauſe none came to viſit ir, nor ſuccour 
it; for it was in a deſolate place, and unſremly, and few had regard un- 
to it, and yet there were ſome hopes it might be delivered. Aud this was 
a true reſemblance of the ſtate of the ſeed of God in all the world. | Wk 
And in plainneſſe eoncerning Oliver Cromwell, and his ſon Richard, 
(late called) Protectors, rhe viſion from God was ſhewed co me, ( before 2 
the downfall of either of them) thus. 8 
And I bebeld a great and mighty tree, much bigger then ever I ſaw 


before, and appearing without ſap or vertue in it, or leaf, bough, or 19 
branch upon ir, (much leſſe fruit) and the top of it was broad, ( being 1 


all big) much like unto the top of Pauls ſteeple in London, and cloſe b 
this great old tree, grew up another tree, as out of his root, and be- 

longed to him, but not both in one body, though very near together, 
and ſtood both upon one foundation, and this was as a little ſtripling 
tree, which alſo was without leaves, or branches, or any thing to bear 


branches or leaves, butthere were none. 
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And u bill I was beholding of them, a man being ſent came in much == 


heſte, with an axe in his hand, to cut down the great mighty old tree, 
which ſeemed ſtrange to me, that one man ſhould adventure upon fo 
great a work, to cut down ſuch a tree as that, for the lower part of the 
tree was exceeding big, and almoſt as broad upon che earth as half che 
height h; fo that I thought he had need of three more to help him, and 


that one man could ſcarce cut him down with one axe, if he ſtood hew- 


ing all his life time; But I much more admired to ſee the confidence of 
the man chat came wich ſpeed with his axe, who made no ſtop at all, 
becauſe of che greatneſſe of him, nor any thing elſe, but as ſoon as ever 
he could get cohim {more with che edge of his axe, and ftroke between 
the ground and the tree, ſo that I ſoon perceived he intended to ſeparate 
between the tree and the ground on which he ſtood; and the man in the 
might of his ſtrength, ſtroke but three blows in all, but he ſeparated the 
tree from the earth on which he ſtood, and immediately the tree fell wich 
a mighty overthrow, and the foundation of the tree was altogether rot- 
ten and not one root at all, but where the root ſnould be was rottenneſs, 
and the earth ſhook at his fall, and many Great men ſtood amazed, and 
fear ſeized on many, becauſe of the great ſudden fall thereof. 

And as this great tree fell, I aw under the foundation of the young 
Tall Tree that ſtood near the other, and it was much like to fall preſently 


aſter, and was almoſt down on the one hand, and then almoſt down on 


the other, and yet it recovered and ſt ood up for a time, having no root 

but rottenneſs; And the great tree fell from him on the one fide, and the 
earth parted from him on two ſides more, ſo that onely upon one tide in 
four (or leis) the earth cleaved to him, and he being (lender and tall 
without root, was not like long thus to ſtand, neither did Richard. 

And Ilikewiſe beheld many more ſmaller trees, and the man with his 
axe in his hand cut them all down at the butt, ſomewhat above the 
| ground, and ſo left the ſtumps in the earth, and therefore ic might be 
poſſible for them to grow up again; As ſome did come up again who were put 
dmx, but fell the ors time _— diſobedience. | 

And after all this I beheld alſo many more trees in abundance, yea 
more numerous then the other, coming up out of the earth, and cover- 
ing the face thereof, and growing up — vp were not yet ready to 
be cut down; and I ſaw the man with ehe axe in his hand, ftanding ſtill 
for a time (having cut down all the other) untill thoſe ſhould 
be ready to be cut down; and he waited till the time came, and 


was in à readineſſe with his axe in his hand ready to ſtrike, when thoſe 


abundance of trees ſhould come up to their growth, which haſtened. 
And let thoſe who are now come up read this, and let the whole City of 
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London take heed (as 1 ſaid before) — repent with ſpeed, and turn to 
the Lord, whoſe ſervant I am, called Humpbrey Smith, 8 


POSTSCRIPT. 


| Hen thoſe people to whom God gave his Ordinances and his 
Statutes had long reſiſted and grieved his Spirit in them, who 
| ſaia I am Go and not man, the Holy One in the midſt of thee, and had alſo 
* refuſed plain Inſtructions, then the Lord ſent them the Prophet Iſaiab, 
who ſaid Vith ſtammering tongnes and other lips will I ſpeak, unto this people; 
| And for a Sign was he ſent to walk naked among them. And the Prophet 
Exckiel was (ent with that which they might eſteem dark Viſions and 
fooliſh Signes, (which were many) and bard ſayings. And Feremiab he 
lamented over them. And all the Lords Prophets proclaimed againft 
their Prieſts and leaders of them, which cauſed them to erre, and yet would 
2 they not be warned, nor their Prieſts leave preaching Peace unto them, 
| nor they leave following their Prieſts untill they had crucified the Juſt, 
and denied him that is the Light, who ſaveth his People from their fins; 
and Fervſalem became a heap, and a deſolation, and an aſtoniſnmentz and 
ſo both Priefts and People went into deſtruction and captivity together. 
And thy fins, O London may be equalized with hers, and areas many, 
and as grievous, and that thou mayeſt a little the better underſtand my 
V:fon concerning thee, therefore have I written theſe later things that 
concerned others, which if thou underſtand not, that which concerns 
thee is more myſterious.
